I uueertain terms on the subject While 
la'u^ng the budget in parts, we bespoke 
fffl? (be other’ parts a fair consideration. 
We doubted if it would pass intact ; and 
wa doubt it still. We to some extent 
pointed at where it required amendment, 
nnd we are glad to see that we have so 
closely . interpreted the feeling of tho 
Southern Island. The budget commands 
the approbation of tho majority -of the 
press of it. Yet these papers inserted 
those curious telegrams from Wellington, 
stating that the speech “was coldly re- 
ceived, and with ridicule.” These tele- 
grams are easily accounted for ; but the 
editor, while giving his correspondent full 
liberty, has also other information, and is 
thus generally able to arrive at an irapar- 
I tail opinion. This opinion is also the 
' more impartial beo-ause, in our own in- 
stance, ns well as with our up-country con- 
porarios, wo are removcsl from the sphere 
of action — from tho influence of personal 
impressions nnd of partisan -views. These 
telegtams were overdrawn. Thus, thei'o- 
when we find the organs pf a consti- ! 



tuonoy speaking out in favor of the budget, 
it may safely be .asserted that it has the 
approval of tlie mass of the people in Otago, 
Canterbury, and NslBon. In Dunedin, the 
Tvmei anil Star, oa behalf bf the morcan-' 
tile interest, are fm<ious, and are preaching 
to the people the old free-trads dootrines ; 
doctrinos well and sound enough, also,' but 
not applicable to now colonice, os America 
has shown us. Tho people here say it is 
not a questiou of five sliillings n-year ad- 
ditional taxation for the breadstuffa duty. 
They ask,." Will it help our fiirthere to 
build up their homes, to establish their 
children, and to better give employment 
in tilling tho gi'onud 1" As with agricul- 
ture, BO it ia with the other bidustries. 
The people are prepai'ed to pay, in a way 
they do not perceptibly feel, something, so 
long us it will encourage the growth of 
native industries, and give employment to 
themselves and those that are to follow.' 
Ill other words, we prefer establishing our- 
selves as an industrial uation to being 
mere servanfa, producing the raw material 
: to promote the prosperity and 'industrial 
resources of those countries whose first 
prosperity was built on the foundation of 
protective poliey. Finally, we prefer to 
do what an eminent American politician 
has ably sketchted ’ as the policy of -his 
country : — “We prefer, though we know 
’ “ we' are taxing oui-selvekheuTily to do so, 

■ “ we prefer to have a protective polipy, 

I “ to pay dearly for the goods we use nnd 

• “ tho raacliinery we employ, so tliat wo 
“ shall not be dependent on other: nations 

I “ to manufacture for ne, and thus reduce us 
, “ to the position of mere producers of raw 
“ material We profer, therefore, to pay 
“ for our whistle, however foolish we may 
‘ “ be deemed by others, so long os we can 

■ “ establish our factories and give to our 
“ cliildren a field of labor in which the 

- “ artisan, as well as the manufacturer, may 
r “ have an opportunity to succeed and bo- 
1 “ come a prosperous citizen." We do not 

know -whether Mr Vogel had this view 
before him, but we venture to' think he 
has been studying American politics lately, 
and moreover, watching the expression of 
' public opinion in this Island. Despite the 
t red-hot anger of the Time), and the' weary 
. platitudes or lectures of the Star, we have 
. no reason to suppose that Dunedin .would, 
J not declare in favor of- a budget by an 
j bverwhelming majority, as Nelson has 
J done, although one of its local journals 
declared that the budget was fraught with 
disaster to the colony, ; 'We believe that 
the budget appeals, so far as the revision 
of the tariff is concerned, not . to people’s 
prejudices, as opposition journalists say, 

- but to the interests, the desires, and the 
. wishes of the peopla We apprehend the 

revision of the tariff Is tho vital point of 
it, and this Mr . Stafford saw at once, for 
I he spoke in favor of this part of it- ..In 
t many instances we see points leading to 
a convergeucs between the chief parties oil 
both sides of the house upon this part of 
the question, and therefore we have no

theless, witli all its friends, if it had not 
been for the Nelson c.xprcssion of opinion, 
and of tho Otago np-country journals, as 
well as those of Canterbury, Mr. Vogel's 
coup d'etat would have stood a poor show,- 
Now, on an appeal to the country, it ■will 
carry in the ministry on the. revision of

MR GOODGER AT THE TOWN HAEL. 

^ A public meeting gf the ratapayen of .Orom* 
fvoll ofiflembleJ At the Town-ball on the evoniog 
' ' *SVedDeiiday, 13th Instant, for the pni^ea of 
P*' firing the osndidatea for the M'ayordty an op- 
' ^ortutiity of expreseing their opinions on muni* 
<ipal coattere. Mr Joseph Harding ooeupied tlm 
jbair, and called upon Mr G. W. Goo^ger^the 
^&ly landidato present — to address the meeting. 

MrOoonoKft said he had called the present 
:neeting with the view of enabling Mr Smitham 
iind Uimaeli, as weU as any other candidate who 
ight come forward, to . address the citi 2 ens , 
irior to the day of nomination. He repudiated 
;be idea pjL consulting Mr Smitham aa to when 
,he m^ti^ should be held. He regretted, 
lowever, that Mr SmithKtn had thought proper 
to decline attending the meeting, for ho- would 
Imueb rather that that gentleman had been pre« 
|8ent. . . He (Mr Goodgex) would now endeavour 
to explain his views on the various questions 
atfectiug the welfare of the tewn^ and also to 
!re(Ri« some of the acousatlons that had been 
brought against him by the supportere of bia 
opponent. It had been said that, he (Mr Good- 
ger) wanted to monoiK>liBe the land on the Lower 
ilst •, hut ha^i he not aa much right to ocenpy 
a few acres of land to' keep his cattle on as those 
af who had taken up ground for agricultural pur- 
piMea ? If he had not fenced the Flat, some one 
0 - b else would have done so. Hml the ratepayers

NOMINATION OF CANDIDATES 
FOR THEl MAYORALTY. 

The nomination of candidates for the office of 
Mayor of Cromwell took place at nooii on Satur* i 
day, in tho Council Chamber. On the motion 
of Mr Goodger, seconded by Mr Kelly, Mr J. 8. , 
Burres took the chair, and requested Mr Joseph 
Harding (in the absence of tho Town (Berk) to 
read the nominations, which were os follow:-^ 

Mr Grokox WKLLi.voToy Goodcru, projicsed 
by Mr William Shaiily, and seconded by Mr P. 
Kolly. ■ , , , 

Mr WiLtTAK Smitrak, propose*! by Mr R. 
Brown, and seconded by Mr R. E. Dagg. 

The Obairman then called upon tho candidates 
to address the ratepayers. 

t!r Goodger said that as he bad addressed a 
meeting on the previous Wednesday night, he 
had bur little more to add 6n the present occa- 
sion. He would just observe that it was to his 
interest to carry out measures calculated to pro- 
mote the welfare of tho inhabitants, and would, 
if eloeted, do all in his power for the advance- 
ment and prosperity of Cromwell. 

Mr Smitham said he had been reejuested by a 
number of the ratepayers to come forward as a 
candidate for the chief citizenship, and had 
■felt it to be his duty to acce*le to that request. 
Before stating bis views on municipal affairs, be 
was impelled to make some BtrictursS upon the 
conduct of the present Mayor, Last year Mr 
Goodger had been electetl by a largo majority» 
but afterwards thought proper to resign. It wfta 
well known what had been the results of that 
resignation. As the seconder of Mr Goodger’a 
notainaticn, he thought that gentleman might 
have consultoil himself and the proposer before 
resigning. ' The fact of Mr Goodger aftcrwanla 
trying to withdraw bis re.signation proved that 
he h.id craved to by'Mayor ; and although he 
now held that office, yet he (Mr Smitham) had 
seen nothing to show that Mr Goodger was 
really Mayor, Mr Goodger had brought this 
township into disgrace : the Council had been 
for 'many months the laughing-stock of the 
whole Colony- He (Mr Smitham) had come 
forward in order that this state of things might 
bo chaagttL Mr Gooilgor had lately applied for 
about twenty acres of land close to the town : 
was it just that the leading citizen should mono- 
polise BO much ground in our very midst ? He 
then commentotl upon Mr Goodger's occupation 
of a portion of the Lower Flat, stating that he 
had spoken to Mr I. Lpughnan on the subject, 
and that gentleman had said that Mr Goodger 
personally appli©<l to him for permission to fence 
the land. Another gross wrong that Mr Good- 
ger had done was to plunge a respectable citizen, 
with his family, into heavy expense through a 
law-suit in the Supreme Court, the circumstances 
which had led to the action iiavtng been entirely 
brought about by Mr Gootlger. Having thus 
brieliy reviewed the Mayor's past career, he 
would now state his own views on municipal 
affairs. Tho first scheme he would propound 
would bo an efficient watoj supply. The condi- 
tion of the present water-race was a standing 
reproach to the Corporation. The plan he would 
propose was to bring water from the hill behind 
I Mr Simpson’s house by means of iron pipes, con- 
vey it ocross the bridge, and supply every house 
in the town with water at tho door. He had 
ascertained from a gontlemav fully competent to 
give an opinion, that the entire cost of carrying 
out such a scheme would not exceed £-100. Ho 
would advocate the formation of a company to 
'undertake the work, and would himaclf take 
ehares In it to tho extout uf .€oU. The formation 
-of the cross streets was another matter that 
would engage bis earuost attention. He would 
USD his influence to have Cromwell made the 
terminus for the Lunedin mails in place of Clyde 
08 heretofore. Under the present arrangement, 
tho mails were not delivered in Cromwell until 
throe day® after arrival at Clyde ; and he woull 
strongly urge that the Postmostor-Gencral bo 
petitioned to make Cromwell tho terminus after 
the end of the current year. He considered th.at 
periodical seasions of the Supreme Court should 
bo hold in Cromwell : much expense and loss of 
time would thus be avoided. Weekly sittings 
of the Warden’s Court were absolutely required 
here, and ho would use -his endeavours to that 
end. The fees and fines accruing from the 
Mayor's Court justly belonged to tho Munici- 
pality, and the Council ehould combiue with 
other municipalities in obtaining the right to 
gaift the revenue from that source. The subject 
of commonage was one of the first importance, 
and it would be his aim to secure a large extent 
of land for that purpose. The opening of a tract 
of agricultural land on the Hawea Flat would 
be an immense advantage to this district, and 
we should persistently urge the matter upon the 
attention of the Government. These were his 
views on the most prominent questions now 
before tho people of Cromwell, If the rate- 
payers elcoted him aa Mayor, he hoped that 
twelve months hence Cromwell would be second 
to DO other up-country municipality in Gtage. 
(Applause.) 

■ Mr Goodger replied to the chargee brought 
against him by Mr Smitham, and denied the 
allegation that he had applied for twenty acres 
of laud contiguous to tho town. He ridiculed 
the plan propo^ by Mr Smitham for supplying 
the town with water, and said he would under- 
to give Mr Smitham lessens in hydraulic enri- 
neering. He then sketchad the history of tLe 
water supply from the advent of the Munici- 
pality, but want of space compels us to omit his 
remarks on that subject. 

Mr Kolly asked whothor Mr Smithana would 
aanctiau the payment of the ex])eu3ca of Mr 
Whetter's law-suit to which the candiclato 
replied, ** I will bind myself to nothing. If it 
is just,- 1 will sign the minute; and li not, I 
won’t sign it.” 

A number of quoationa were put and replied 
to ; after which, 

Tho Chairman called for a show of hands, with 
:ihe following result : — Goodgor, 9 ; Smitham, 7. 

Mr R. Brown demanded a poll on behalf of 
Mr Smitham, and 

'The Chairman announced th.at the poll would 
be taken on Thursday, at the Council Chamber 
and at Kidd's Cromwell, Hotel, between tho 
hours of niu3 a.m. and four p.m. ^ , 

Mr Goodger then propoaeil, and Mr Smitham 
seconded, a vote of thanks to Mr Burres for pro- 

siding, sod it was carried by Acclamation. . • 
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THE DUNSTAN OOMMONAQB.

Some little time ago, au udvei tisemoitt^ 
uppeiired in tho Dunstim Times, convening 
a meeting of nil tboao Imving horaea or 
cuttle, to Gonsiiler the advisability of get- 
ting the .commonago pi’Oyerly managed. 
Subsequent to this notice, and prior to tho 
date fixed for the meeting, a petition to 
his Honor the Buperinterfdent was prepared 
by two or three disinterested gentlemen, 
one of whom carried it round, praying that 
hia yard might be proclaimed a pound, and 
himself the poundkeepor. I have heard 
that it was extensively signed by a number 
of miners who don’t expect to Imve horses 
or cattle during their stay hero, and by one 
or two farmers and cattle owners. This 
petition was forwarded to town in due 
course, and « favorable reply was received. 

I am informed that another of these disin- 
terested gentlemen has already made an 
exact calculation of his income for next 
year from a magnificent piece of land that 
won't grow crops, but that will admit 
horses and cattle as often se they like to 
go in ; and I have no doubt others are 
waiting .anxiously for the time when it 
will pay better to drive cattle to the pound 
than to follow the plough. (I’m going to 
sell my horses : it will piiy better to hire 
for the fiitiue.) However, tliese disinter- 
ested gentlemen are not going to have it 
all their own way.^ A public meeting was 
held on Wednesday last, at which over 40 
persons were present : Mr M'Connochie in 
the chair. Several gentlemen addressed 
the meeting. His Worship the Mayor 
said that it was absolutely necessary that 
a responsiblo body, properly constituted, 
should be appointed without delay, for tho 
purpose of managing tho Clyde commonage. 
He thought, if such a body existed, and if 
a herdsman were appointed, a pound might 
follow without any very disastrous etfeots ; 
but without these a pound must be a great 
injury to the place, for chore would be no 
security whatever against dishonest per- 
sons. Horses might be impounded day 
|;a.fter day, without perhaps ever having 
■gone near a fence. He would propose that 
a committee of seven be chosen to take 
steps to have the commonage placed under 
pi-oper control : this WiU seconded by Mr 
Beck, and carried unanimously. A ballot 
was taken, rescUting in the election of 
Messm WoIIsfOrd, Hazlett, Grindley, Holt, 
Faohe, and M'Connochia. A meraorlal 
has since been prepared and extensively 
signed by the principal cattle owners and 
buSLnca,s people, praying tho Superintendent 
to appoint a Board of Wardens, or a Com- 
mittee, for the proper management of the 
Clyde commonage, aud to withhold, the 
gazetting of a public pound; site till such 
time a.s the Committee is established, and 
is in a position to re|X)rt ns to the advisa- 
bility of a pound.

The expectations of everyone that our 
lost escort would be far above the average 
were not disappointed : tho favorable wea- 
ther told a tale, and fully a third more 
than the usual quantity of gold was sent 
down last time. The late floods promise, 
however, a different story for the next. • 

In wining matters, things have resumed 
their old aspect. Damages have been 
al most all repaired, and the miners are once 
more pursuing “ the even tenor of their 
way." Farming operations have been pro- 
secuted vigorously : the young wheat aeema 
to have had rather an. overdose of moisture, 
but, upon the whole, promises an abundant 
crop, with ordinary luck. Unknown four 
years ago in the district, its culture is now 
a matter of supreme importance, os the 
staff of life should be. Oats are plentiful, 
but held for higher prices ; and buyers at 
present only buy from hand to mouth at 
4a 3d to 4s 6d, which will probably be the 
Iiighest price this sisisoii — almost every 
farmer holding back in expectation of tlie 
prices which ruled last year ; hut towards 
next autumn, they will probably be more 
anxious to effect sales ; at least, there is no 
likelihood of a scarcity, Tlie Agricultural 
Association intend doing something prac- 
tical. Tho forthcoming ploughing match 
is the topic of the' day among the farming 
conummity, These societies have conferred 
the greatest benefits on the entire nation 
at home, and may be safely qxpected to do 
great good here : the sooner “ bush farm- 
iug” becomes a thing of the past the better.

'Tlia Twelve-mile, Arrow, has never been 
bahind-hand in tho good work of support- 
ing the Wakstip Hospital ; and another 
benefit oa the 9th was successful in the 
highest degree. Contributions of goods were

Greece. 

The, murder of four English gentlemen, 
captored by brigands, has produced a pro- 
found sensation throughout Europe. The 
passionate indignation at first excited is 
subsiding, but a stern determination re- 
mains to compel reforms in the govern- 
ment of Greece, and a total uprooting of 
brigandago. The Times suggests the ap- 
pointmeut of an English administration at 
Athens, Official correspondence on the 
subject, and the journals of the victims, as 
well as their letters, have been publiabed, 
to show that the ransom demanded was 
provided, but the brigands insisted upon 
an unconditional amnesty, which the Go- 
vernment had constitutional scruples about 
granting. The brigands, finding themselves 
surrounded by troops,, divid^ into two 
bauds, each with two captives, and tried 
to escape, but being hotly pursued, they 
shot or stabbed their prisonera Several 
of the brigands were slain. The bodies 
of Messrs Herbert andl7oyner (two of the 
victims) arrived in England, and have been 
interred. The Greek Government made 
pecuniary provision for Mrs Lloyd, the 
widow of one of the murdered men. It is 
believed that the release of the c.aptives 
was opposed by some political partisans at 
Athens, and a searching investigation will 
be enforced. 



America. 

A pension of $3000 yearly has been 
grant^ to Mrs Lincoln. 

A Bill has been introduced into the 
Senate by Mr 0. Sumner to provide tele- 
graphic communiaation between America 
and Aeia. The cable would have to be 
8500 miles in length, and tho capital re- 
quired is 110,000,000. 

Two hundred Fenians of all factions 
united in the invasion of Western Canada. 
The Canadian Government adopted ener- 
getic defensive measures. President Grant 
issued a proclamation warning persons of 
the illegality of. taking part of the invasion. 
Tho troops repulsed the Fenians in the two 
engagements; and the invaders lost one 
gun. The United States Marshal arrested 
the Fenian General Riel, whose expedition 
was disavowed by the Piesident of the 
Fenian Council Prince Arthur marched 
to frontier with the volunteer com- 
panies. The Fenians on being attacked 
fled precipitately. The Washington Go- 
vernment ordered the arrest of the chiefs, 
and the seizure of their arms and ammu- 
mtion, Tlie English Ambassador at Wash- 
in^on expressed to President Grant the 
satisfaction of England with the course pur- 
sued by the American Government.

The Emperor, on receiving the report 
Bciiting the result of the plobiscitnm, 
thanked tho nation, and said that the ob- 
ject of the plebiscitum was to ratify the 
terms of the Constitution. The Empire 
will not deviato from a liberal policy, 
but will enforce respect of the national 
will. 

The High Court of Franco was convoked 
for trial of conspiracy cases against tho 
Euiporor.

Mr Gladstone stated in tho House of 
Commons that despatches had been received 
by the Government, showing the existence 
of relations between the Marathon brigands 
and persons of rank in Athens, which had 
been tbe reason why several weeks had 
been allowed to elapse before it was decided 
what course of policy they should puraua 
Seven brigands have bean condemned to 
death.

till be gats a good way off, so that the 
blood can in no way attach to his skirts ; 
that he will instal Cannon here as 6hief 
Devil; set up “The Kingdom of God” 
anew in some sweet dell of Arizona, ga- 
thering such of the faithful aa will unto it, 
destroying, of course, what they cannot 
carry away ; appoint his son Brigham to 
succeed him as President, with his sons 
John and Joseph for young Brig’s Coun- 
cillors ; and then give tip the ghost, sub- 
mitting only to death, the self-willed auto- 
crat. Rome of the leading schismatics are 
somewhat scared at this prospect. TJie 
other day Professor Tullidge was arrested, 
ostensibly for being too deep in his cups, 
really in the hope of getting imjrortant 
papers from his person. 'You should have 
seen him, a little, dried up, wizen-faced old 
man, with small, black, deep-set eyes burn- 
ing as a reptile’s, wallring the streets on 
his toes, looking up at the windows back- 
ward and over hia small slioiilders, “What 
is the matter with youV said a friend.

Let ttlo Government coiinluile, 
that Mormon polygamy must ce ise at any 
cost, and so signify to Brigham in an un- 
mistakeable manner, taking care to have it 
understood that it is the deliverer and not 
the oppressor of the Mormon people. Bring 
some prominent delinquent to trial and 
convict him. The ctise will be appealed 
against, and meanwhile polygamy ceases, 
for Brigham will say to his people ; “ This 
is now a matter between the Government 
of the United States and the -Government 
of the Universe. Before any one of you 
defies the power of the earthly ruler, be 
very sure within that the Heavenly ruler 
Euler has commanded vou to do so." How 
many would be likely to find such indwell- 
ing testimony as would causo them to stand 
out against the lawj It should be remem- 
bered that there are few of the saints liv- 
ing who were driven, as they style it, from 
Missouri and Illinois. The most of the 
present meiubei's of the church have been 
brought directly here from Europe, and 
their condition has infinitely improved by 
the change. They have no reason to, hate 
tbe Government whatever, and are kept 
up to the Mormon standard of hostility 
only by the outingeous line of their leaders. 
Not one in three of them is a polygamist. 

Brigham has been tried in this wise be- 
fore. Years ago General Connor intro- 
duced a provost guard into the city, upon 
whioh thousands of Mormon militia as-sera- 
bled with their shot-guns and corn-knives, 
resolved to conquer or die. It became ap- 
parent after a few days that a collision 
would occur unless they disbanded and re- 
turned home, and Connor sent word that 
if there should be a drop of Gentile blood 
shed through the agency of the said militia, 
he would give them twenty miniitwi to 
move their women and children out of the 
town, which he would then ' batter about 
their eai-a. Immediately the recruits, who 
looked as though they might have come 
from Sleepy Hollow, departed in every di- 
rection for their homes ; aud Brigham hav- 
ing heard, through a spy, that it was in 
Connor’s mind to arrest him, he went to 
the Chief J ustice, and gave bonds to appear 
any time ho should be wanted. Brigham 
is more of a fox than a lion. He is not 
goiiig to Arizona for good, although, in 
case things should he too hard against him; 
he would doubtless rather know the nature 
and character of that country than not. It 
is quite as likely, too, I think, that he 
should flee thither from his own people as 
from the Government. He hss expended 
half a million doIlaiV worth of tithing a- 
y^r for many years, “dividing nothing 
with nobody, and accounting for nothing 
to nobody.” There is little else to show 
for it of a public character besides Taber- 
nacle Square, and what is in it. The rest 
Brigham has used in purchasing and im- 
proving property, in living, in property, 
:kc., dec.

I go to the tinsmith to get tinware, he 
tella me he makes it with American tools 
and machines. _ I return home to dine, 
thinking America a wonderful place. I sit 
on an American chair to take food that 
has been cooked in an American stove- 
have American early potatoes, and top up 
with a pie made with American flour and 
American dried applea I ask why native 
apples are not used, and am told they 
won’t grow ; the trees have got the Ame- 
rican blight. Servant comes in, sweeps the 
room with an American broom, and takes 
the dust up in what they call aa American 
tulip shovel ' I hear an extraordinary 
whu'ring noise ; ask what it is, and am in- 
formed it is an American sewing machine. 
Bridget informs us that she has the tooth- 
ache, and that mistress’s baby is very ill. 
Ask what remedies they use ; am told sh% 
takes American Painkiller, and baby takes 
Mrs 'W'inslow’s American soothing syrup. 
Casually remark I don't feel well myself, 
and am recommended to take American 
sarsaparilla or Ayer's American pills. In 
the e vening, thinking to get rid of America, 
I go to tho theatre, and find they are play- 
ing “ Our American Cousin.” Leave dis- 
gnsted and think I will hear a song. Am 
horritiad to find I am listening to the 
American negro serenadera.

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My feet wore hardly warm, my clothes 
not dry, when Jack’s mates arrived, in 
worse condition, poor follows, than I had 
boon myself. Hut soon the gum boots 
were removed, ablutions performed, and 
jackets put on, and all sat down to the 
supper {irepared by Dublin Jack, or, as ho 
was familiarly tailed, “ Dub;” As he had 
propkesied, the pan was emptied, and the 
billy too, and hotli filled and emptied a 
second time, before nine hungry men had 
finished their evening meal. It was early 
then — 8-ay seven, o’clock ; tho wind was 
moaning up the gully, and tho soft, cruel, 
silent snow heaping up an irapenetrahlo 
harrier, that could make man' in his might 
shudder and be still.

heard of men being snowed up here, and ! 
dead bodies found just where the strong I 
men fell, who were too brave or too foolish | 
to go away in time.’ | 

“ ‘ W cli^ you go,’ ho 3.ays ; ' but, my 
word, I’ll never leave a place where I can 
get gold for Polly and the child.' 

“ For the first time in our lives, we quar- 
relled, but made it up before morning, and 
were better friends than ever. ■ ' 

“ It was arranged that T'should go to the 
river for the winter, and if I earned any- 
thing we were to share and share alike, 
and ha mates and friends the same us 
before. - 

“ I hfwl 'been about six weeks away, and 
a hard winter had set in. Many an hour 
I lay awake thinking of Bill and his mate, 
for he had taken one liefore I left. I made 
enquiries from all who came that way, but 
they were very few. I had no letter, no 
message ; and I felt anxious, though I ’ 
scarcely know why.

“ Pile first reward we had, and it was o 
poor one, was finding Bill’s mate, lying ou 
Ills side, quit) coiiii'ortahlo like, nearly co- 
vered with snow, and not a quarter of a 
mile from one of the Gov.-^rnmeut shelter 
sheds. Ho must liavo known it was near, 
hut Ills strength would not hold out. He 
had given up just too soon, and liiid fallen 
quietly asleep, never to wake in this cold 
world again. 

“ I laid little hope after that of ever hear- 
ing luy mate’s voice again, hut I was sur- 
prised to find he had dropped so soon. We 
lonnd him lying near the snow-polo just 
ou the hill at the back of this hut. Pool’ 
fellow 1 1 reckon he had left it too long, 
put oif tUl there came a panic, and every- 
one turned to leave the jilace. Awful 
thin he was, too, and shriiiik and starved 
looking. I got quite a turn when I lifted 
him nod felt how light his body was. I 
found some letters in liis pocket, and inside 
one of them, Polly’s likeness, and a little 
soft curl of the baby’s hair. 

“ Home said I should liave sent them back 
to his wife, hut I hadn't the lieavt to take 
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them from liiiii ; and wlien I buried him 
np tliero, I j ii-st laid them ou his breast, 
and spread a little handkorehief of hors, 
that was folded up in the Hihlo sho gave 
US, over his face. It seemed to make him 
less lonesome like, and I know afterwards 
there vroahf have been no use in sondlng 
them homo, for Polly and tho child wore 
gone to a bettor land before tho news 
reached England.

“I guess the governor’s tired,. and we’d 
heat turn in." 

. So we said “ good-night," and took what 
beds, or substitutes for beds, there were. 
I awoke, after a night of profound slumber, 
to find the snow a foot deep, and tho 
clouds low and heavy all around. 

While we were having breakfast, the 
storm commenced again, and there was 
no chance of my doing any work that day. 
However, during a lull, I led my horse to 
a place recommended by the men as hav- 
ing some food and shelter for tho ensuing 
night.- 

“ Wo’ll have the fire burning and the 
billy on when yon get back, sir. It’s 
rough and ready, hut there's not ranch 
better to be had in Potters, -and my mates 
and me are rare glad to see you.” 

I was glad, too, of the accommodation 
and entertainment offered by Dublin Jack ; 
and, though longing to get home, looked 
forward to another evening “Beside tho 
Billy,” with my friends and my pipe. 

Walking over tho hill as I returned, I 
stood for some time looking at the three 
graves. Two of them were mounds, with- 
out a letter to tell who slumbered thovo. 
The other brought strangely to my remem- 
brance a costly tomb in Westminster 
Abbey, hearing the same name as tho one 
I looked on now ; yet I wondered if, 
where they both are gone, there was much 
distinction made between the noble, gifted 
statesman and the brave, toiling, though 
unfortunate miner, over whose grave his 
mate, who loved him, had raised the only 
•tablet in his power to give — a bit of deal 
board, fivstened on a manuka pole, bearing 
the roughly-carved inscription, “ W. Pitt, 
June 12, 1864.” 



A Royal Tiger Hunt. 

Tiger hunting has formed rather an ex- 
citing feature of the Duke of Edinburgh’s 
visit to India. A letter in the Times from 
the camp on the Mohan, NepanI, says : — 
“ Jung Bahndoor and the Duke’s party, 
mounted on elephants, crossed the river, 
and tho Rajah of Bluilorampore, who wa-s 
encamped close by, accompanied the Duke. 
From our side of the river were mustered 
130 elephants ; in the Maharajah's camp 
there were 275. At a short distance from 
the camp, the 400 elephants, carrying near 
1200 men, were formed into line, extend- 
ing more than a mile and a quarter.' Jung 
Bsdiadoor, with the Prince, took a place in 
the centre. With n trumpeter behind 
him, mounted on a small elephant, be di- 
rected the movements of the line by the 
British trumpet calls. It was a stirring 
sight to sea the lino ai’vancing grandly 
across the plain, then part of it entering 
tho jungle, the elephants crashing down 
the trees that oppo-sed their progress, and 
reappearing and again completing the line 
on the furtherside. Then the wholo body, 
crossing another plain covered with high 
grass, desoauded the banks of tho Molmii 
into the stream, and, floundering through 
it, reached the plain beyond. Tho left of 
the line was here thrown forward on the 
open, tho right front being covered by 
a thick foraut with strong undergrowth, 
whore, it was boliovod, a tiger was lying. 
The left halted by order, and Jung B,alia- 
door, riding to tho front, accompanied by 
the Prince and Colonel Thomson (the 
Commissioner with tho Prinoa’s camp) 
•.vhoolod up tho right through the jungle 
till it joined tho left, forming a completo 
cirola Then the whole mass of elophants 
gradually closed in towards the contro, and 
the oivclo had become very small, making 
some think they wore going to draw a 
blank, when snddonly a tiger sprang up 
closo to the Duke’s elephant. ’.Che fir.st 
shot wounded him, and ho made a clo-sh to 
escape, but found himself siuroumloJ by a 
wall of elopliauts, stamping and snorting, 
with their trunks in the air. Ho made an 
attempt to chargo the line, hut was knocked 
over by another hall, and dispatchod. After 
. the kill, tho line was ra-formed, and 
marched for the rest of tho d,ay straight 
across tho country, tho party shooting as 
they wont, and killing some deer, part- 
ridges, haves, and rabbits, but seeing no 
great amount of largo game.” 



Tho following “ notice" was found jiostod 
on a fenco in one of tho London suburbs : 
— “ Peraons found trespassing will be shot 
and prosecuted.” 



A Pair of Clever Bobberies. 



f CiUscU't iltiguzlne. 

One of tho most clover robborios ever- 
parpotrated was tho achievement of a. 
Freiichinau, who, for a long time after it, 
was recognised in his profession ns *• King; 
of tho Bandits." liis chum to thl.s title 
was based upon an exploit — the robbing of 
a diligence, which feat ho not only planned, 
but ancooasfully e.xeouted, without any as- 
sistauco whatever. Ho stmliod clesoly the 
country through which the journey was to 
be mado, and selected a point on tlio road 
where there Viis n very steep hill, with 
hedges and unJurwood on cithar alio, Ha 
then procured a number of stout sticks,, 
nhout tho length and thickiio.sa of tho bar- 
rel of a gnu. Tlie.se ho suiric into the 
hedges, letting tho ends of them tqipoav, ns 
if they wero tlie luuzslos of guns diroetod 
by persons in ambuscado behind the hedgo. 
As the diligence came toiling slowly up 
the hill, the driver .saw a man standing ou 
the pathway, and gesticulating violently. 
On approncliing nearer, the man could be 
distinctly heard haranguing them i “Be 
re.ndy 1 Obey ordoi-s 1 No firing if there 
be no resistance !” And then tho robber, 
walking slowly forward, stopped the horsc.s, 
told the guard to get down, and lia with 
his face and hands on tlie ground, and that 
no violence would ba otforod to him. He 
then wont to the door pf the veliicle, and 
assuring the ladies, who wore screaming 
for help, that they need bo undor no alarm, 
begged each passenger, a.s he stcjiped out, 
to hand him his pur.se, and then to lie down 
on his face and hands near the guard. 
While all this drama was being omicted, 
the robber-chief kept slioatlng to Ids .as- 
sistants not to liro unless t’ncre was resist- 
ance — not to fire until they got his signal. 
Thus, one by one, ho handed all tho pas- 
sengers out, each giving np his purse as if 
it was a ticket, and then going and lying 
upon the wet gross side by siclo with tlie 
guani When tho diligence was empty, 
onr highwayman retired with all tho pro- 
perty he desired to possess himself of, and 
e.scaped through tlie wood. Tho most 
amusing part of the story was that, among 
the travellors, were several officers, fully 
armed, who surrendered their swords at 
discretion, and joined tho otlier dupes on 
the gras.s. It is well to luhl that tho rob- 
ber was ultimately apprelionded, and tho 
greater part of the stolon property was 
found upon him. 

Another very extraordinary robbery was 
one which has only recently been detected ; 
if it has less adventure in it than the other, 
it has certainly more system and ingenuity. 
The enterpriser in this instance was Eng- 
lish, and was known to professional thieves 
as “Jack in tlie Box.” His system was 
this. Ho had a box so eoiistnicted that he 
could lie down in it with case, and rely 
upon always liaving plenty of fresh air ; it 
could also contain provisions, tools, false 
keys, a lantern, &c., and tlie real mode of 
opening it was from the insido. Jack, hav- 
ing caused himself to bo buried alive in 
this coffin, would get it hooked, say from 
Chester to Knston-square by a goods train, 
and carefully labelled, “Tliis side up ; to 
be kept till called for.” Tho box ahv.ays 
was put in a train that arrived at tiie sta- 
tion at night, and was accordingly stored 
till called for the following day. It was 
in this interval that the robberies wero 
committed. When the whole station was 
shut up, tho porters dismissed, and the 
place in darkness, Jack emerged from his 
box, lit his lantern, and set to work. He 
got out his tools aud keys, iiiid took his 
timo. We all know what an insecure 
thing the lock of a trunk is, mid how very 
ne.arly all keys are made on the same pat- 
tern. Tiiey did not afford much trouble to 
the robber ; ho ojieiied box uftor box, un- 
packing thorn with gi c.it care and tidiness 
— for long pvaotlce had made him perfect — • 
and selcctiui' the articles that were most 
valuable, aud most easily disposed of. 4Yitli 
t’lese gleanings he tilleil the ho.x in whicli 
he had himself come np to town, and then 
lay in concealment till tho morning. The 
stores would then he opened, porters would 
come in to remove goods, and -Jack would 
ehooso liis own time to oliect his escape. 
Dtter in the day ho would call for a parcel 
whicli liad arrived from 01ifc.ster by the hist 
goods train of tho preceding night, which 
was directed to ho calloil for : he would 
t.ako it away with him in a cab, liaving 
first paid all the railway charges upon it. 
But the day canio when this little “ coup” 
was mado for tho last time, and it was a 
policeman, and not liis Iwx, that Jack 
found waiting for him on application. 



The Eav. \Vm. Taylor, of California, is 
now on a visit to the Ovens district, says 
a Molhonrno contemporary, and iireiicbcd 
in the iVcsloyaii Chmcli, Bacchwortli, on 
Sunday. On Friday morning, when ho 
wanted to start by tho co.icli from JIcl- 
bourno for Bacchwortli, ho found tliat 
every place was alrcaily taken ; hut, being 
determined to keep Ills eiigigemimt, he 
oflurod (it is said) ,1>30 for a buggy to tako 
him up. Ilia offer was not iiecapted, but 
he sucoeodad in getting a passciigor to give 
up his scat on paying him XIO jiroiiiium. 
It Is certainly very rarely that sensational 
preacliors aro so determiiicd not to disap- 
point their congregations.
